“T exhort therefore, that, first of 
supplications, prayers, interces- 
sions, and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men; for kings, and 
for all that are in authority; that 
we may lead a quiet and peaceable 
life in all godliness and honesty. 
For this is good and acceptable in 
the sight of God our Saviour; Who 
will have all men to be saved, and 
to come unto the knowledge of the 
truth. For there is one God, and 
one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus; Who 
gave himself a ransom for all, to be 
testified in due time. Whereunto I 
am ordained a preacher, and 1n 
apostle, (I speak the truth in 
Christ, and lie not) a teacher of 
the Gentiles in faith and verity. I 
will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, with- 
out wrath and doubting,” 1 Tim. 
2:1-8. 


Importance of Prayer 

The words “first of all’’ indicate 
the importance of prayer. Paul 
would have Timothy to know that 
while God had called him to preach 
the Word, to reprove, rebuke, and 
exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine, yet his chief business was 
that of prayer. “I exhort therefore, 
that, first of all, supplications, 
prayers, intercessions, and giving 
of thanks, be made for all men.” 
“Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you and ordained you, 
that ye should go and bring forth 


fruit, and that your fruit should re- 
main: that whatsoever ye shall ask 
of the Father in my name, he may 
give it you,” John 15:16. “1 nave 
set watchmen upon thy walls, O 
Jerusalem, which shall never hold 
their peace day nor night: ye that 
make mention of the Lord, keep 
not silence, and give him no rest, 
till he establish, and till he make 
Jerusalem a praise in the earth,” 
Isa. 62:6, 7. 

It is only thru intercessions that 
power can be brought down from 
heaven which will enable the 
Church to conquer the world, and 
thru intercessions God continues 
His saving work on earth and can 
do nothing without it. 


The Scope of Prayer 

“Supplications, prayers, inter- 
cessions, and giving of thanks, be 
made for all men.” “All men” in- 
dicate the scope of prayer. If the 
Church could grasp this thought 
and measure up to her responsibil- 
ity, it would not be long until God 
would give the heathen for an in- 
heritance and the uttermost parts 
of the earth for a possession. The 
responsibility is upon us and we 
must meet it or suffer loss. The 
rulers in church and state are to 
be special objects of prayer. ‘For 
kings, and for all that are in au- 
thority.” Pray for all men. It is 
well pleasing to God. “For this is 
good and acceptable in the sight 
of God our Saviour.” Because God 


wills the salvation of all men, 
“Who will have all men _ to be 
saved, and to come unto the 
knowledge of the truth.” Because 
Christ died for all men, ‘““Wno gave 
himself a ransom for afi, to be tes- 
tified in due time.” 
Conditions of Prevailing Prayer 
First, a pure life, lifting up holy 
hands representing conduct. The 
Israelites before going into God’s 
presence washed their hanas then 
lifted up clean hands fuward heay- 
en as a token that they were free 
from all impurity. To prevail with 
God we must be free from all 
known sins and all doubtful prac- 
tices. ‘‘He that doubteth is damn- 
ed,’ or rather condemned. To coa- 
tinue a doubtful practice is to mur- 
der conscience and destroy the 
basis of confidence. “For if our 
hearts condemn us, God is greater 
than our hearts and knoweth ¢il 
things; but if our hearts condemn 
us not then have we confidence 
before God, and whatsoever we 
ask we receive of him because we 
keep his commandments and do 
those things that are pleasing in 
his sight.” “If I regard iniquity 
in my heart, the Lord will not hear 
me.” To regard means to cling to. 
“If thou bringest thy gift to the al- 
tar and rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought against thre, 
leave there thy gift before the 1I- 
tar, and go thy way, and first ve 
reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift.” “When 
ye stand praying, forgive if ye have 
ought against any. that your fa- 
ther which is in heaven may for- 
give you your trespasses.” We

THE NAZI CHURCH SITUA- 
TION 
The U. S. News reports that on 


Sept. 19th Bishop Mueller in an 
address at Hanover expressed his 
opinion as follows: “I watch the 
situation as long as possible, but 
when I reach a decision the conse- 
quences are fully as severe as the 
situation justifies. Whoever is not 
willing to co-operate in the con- 
struction of this church and who- 
ever will not take his place in the 
third reich must be still or retire. 
If he refuses to do either I will 
force him to do so. Our final pur- 
pose is one state, one people, one 
church.”” Since the utterance of 
these words a new crisis has de- 
veloped. “When sixteen thousand 
Protestant pastors took their 
cause to the pulpits and proclaim- 
ed that Der Fuehrer and the Reich- 
bishop were allied with Satan, 
churches were thronged with con- 
gregations nervous but intact.” 
These ministers charge that faith 
has been broken before God and 
that trust and character have been 
destroyed. “Therefore, we know 
ourselves to be separated from 
many who, in spite of their clerical 
office, have lent their hands to de- 
vastate the House of God. They 
share before God responsibility for 
the confusion in our community, 
discord within our people, and the 
shame of the German Evangelica! 
Church before World Christen- 
dom.” The manifesto was_ signed 
by the State Bishop and State 
Church Council of the Evangelical 
Lutheran State Church in Bavaria 
and Right of the Rhine.” Hitler is 
said to be greatly concerned over 
the situation. It remains for the 
future to reveal what intrusion in- 
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will’ produce.

EPISCOPAL CHURCH AND 

REVOLUTION 

The Triennial General Convea- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal 
church which opened its three- 
week session in Atlantic City be- 
fore a congregation of 25,000 peo- 
ple selected the Most Rev. James 
De Wolf Perry, as Presiding Bishop 
who in his address gave the fol- 
lowing timely communication. 
Speaking plainly to the congrega- 
tion of varying political and eco- 
nomic beliefs, the Presiding Bishop 
deplored the tendency to revolu- 
tionary thought. “It is an _ idle 
fancy,” he said, “that the d'fficul- 
ties and disappointments of a for- 
mer era find correction, or that 
fresh sins and aspirations find their 
satisfaction, by a break with tried 
and sure convictions of the past. 
Has the world grown so obsessed 
with the thought of revolution as 
to cast aside its inheritance of faith 
and devotion? Then let it be re- 
membered that the salvation from 
every evil which besets mankind 
has worked for the deliverance of 
all preceding generations. 

“When there is heard the de- 
spairing cry, ‘We have nothing 
now but the stars to guide us,’ the 
answer comes from those who, 
since the beginning, have looked 
up into the same firmament, and 
have found reflected there an un- 
failing and corrective power.” Of 
conditions now, Bishop  Perrv 
found “worst of all is the defiance 
of fixed moral standards, the only 
foundations on which a wholesome 
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civilization can endure.” 


THE JEWS AND THE PROTO- 
COLS 

Berne, Oct. 28th, (A.P)—A law- 
suit opens here tomorrow in which 
Jewish leaders hope to prove to 
the world the alleged falsity of 
mystic documents painting Israel 
as seeking to dominate all the 
races of the earth. 


It is hoped to establish that 
these documents, known as the 
“protocols of the elders of Zion.” 
painting Jewry as seeking worid 
hegemony, are forged and false. 

The Jews deny that the elders of 
Zion were the authors of these 
writings. Religious periodicals have 
had much to say pro and con for 
some two or three years concern- 
ing the protocols and their author- 
ship. The public will anxiously 
await the outcome of this lawsuit 
hoping to learn the truth of the 
source of the origin of these writ- 
ings. Dr. Arthur Ruppin, lecturer 
at the University of Jerusalem, 2s 
estimated the total popuisfon of 
the Jews at 15.903,000. This num- 
ber includes 250,000 now in Pales- 
tine, 4,450,000 in the United States. 
3,000,000 in Poland, 2,815,000 in 
the Soviet countries. The census 
of 1931 gave Palestine as having 
a total population of 1,350,831 an 
increase of 31.8 per cent above the 
enumeration of 1922. The Jews are 
entitled to fair play and all true 
Christian disciplines anxiously de- 


sire such.

WAR PREPARATIONS 
The Foreign Policy Association 
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has little hope for arms limitation. 
The great powers are unable to 
reachany agreement on political is- 
sues which control the arms situa- 
tion.The current military,naval and 
air budgets are as follows: France 
is spending 25:8 per cent more for 
armaments than in 1913; Italy 26.3 
per cent more; Great Britain 48.8 
per cent more; United States 190.9 
per cent and Japan 388 per cent. 
At present Germany is legally 
bound by military clauses of the 
Versallies treaty. These great 
powers instead of relying on the 
Peace Treaty and World Peace 
Conferences are at present begiu- 
ning to rely upon arms and man 
power to protect their rights dur- 
ing conflict. At present France has 
the largest number of military air 
crafts which consists of 3,680 
planes of all types; Russian unof- 
ficial estimates are 2,800 to 3,000 
planes. The United States has 
2,468; Japan 1600; Italy 1500 and 
Great Britain 14,000.

ty-six were unsaved upon entering 
the school last year but before the 
close all were saved, our eyes fill- 
ed with tears of gratitude for such 
a school directed by men of such 
noble Holy Ghost characters. Par- 
ents, if you love holiness and the 
Church of God, you should send 
your children to the B. T. S. if pos- 
sible. If not saved, perhaps they 
will be when they return. 

The Setting and Rising Sun

to Brother J. B. Ellis and the other 
twenty-four veteran preachers 
who had part in the service for 
minister's above sixty, that the stu- 
dents of the B. T. S. are a part of 
the recruit that are following to 
take up your cross as you take up 
or put on the crown. Our sincerest 
hopes are that dear Brother Ellis 
and all the others of the veteran 
band will be with us next year to 
render another heart-melting pro- 
gram. We as your fellowmen ap- 
preciate your mellowing influeuce.

The Y. P. E. 

“Old men for counsel, young 
men for war” is not infrequently 
used as a word method of showing 
the difference in ability of the 
young and the old, yet the custom 
of emulating seniority to a portion 
of such superior standing as to be 
unattained and unpossessed py 
those in the background for lack 
of seniority only is a custom no 
longer recognized in politics or re- 
ligion. The world seems to be un- 
dergoing a new awakening to the 
importance of youth. Japan, Italy, 
America, and other countries are 
taking advantage of the resource- 
fulness of youth. America has her 
Cc. C. C. camps. Japan for years 
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has been training the children the 
methods of war. Mussolini of late 
has established a juvenile militia. 
Beginning at the age of eight eve- 
ry physically fit boy enters train- 
ing for war which he says may 
come any day. That is of passing 
interest to us only, but the fact 
that the Church of God is taking 
advantage of her opportunity to 
train her youth for usefulness is of 
profound and lasting interest .9 
us. 


The Y. P. E. and B. T. S. can 
be considered appropriately, we 
think, as two divisions of the 
‘Church of God’s youthful militia. 
It is indeed a preparation for a 
bloodless battle, yet none the less, 
desperate and dependent upon real 
men and women who understand 
the methods of spiritual warfare.

E. and helped in every way possi- 
ble to encourage its growth is very 
gratifying to us. It is of no little 
importance to know that the en- 
tire Sunday night service was giv- 
en over for a Y. P. E. program. I 
think the splendid way that every 
character performed was suffici- 
ent proof to sympathizers, and 
critics as well, that the Y. P. E. is 
a success, 

I am sure if there was any 
thought of impudence or disres- 
pect of the sons toward the fath- 
ers, it was destroyed by the splen- 
did tribute to fathers by Mr. Wood- 
row Byrd. Then “Sitver-Haired 
Daddy of Mine” sung by T. L. Mc- 
Lain, Jr., touched the hearts of us 
who have lost our dads to memory 
and regret, and those who have 
not yet suffered such misfortune to 
thoughts of stricter obedience and 
benevolence.

Cecil Cross rendered a tri- 
bute to Mothers that invoked 
thanks from every mother that 
was there, and let the world know 
that all our hearts beat true for 
mother. 

As final proof (of course there 
are but few critics of the Y. P.E.) 
of the pure motive of the Y. P. E. 
being a preparatoryschool todeve!l- 
op us to take the place at the pro- 
per time of our leaders and senior 
members, a pageant was conduct- 
ed by Sister Maggie Chesser. I 
can describe the procedure of the 
pageant to you but dare say that 
I can anything like make you real- 
ize how beautiful, touching, na- 
turalistic and impressive it was 
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There were fourteen characters in 
this pageant. In part one there 
were four sexagenarians, silver- 
haired men and wumen, As these 
pioneer soldiers came «marching 
down the center aisle of that great 
auditorium, with crosses on their 
shoulders, with footsteps slow and 
unsteady, which was in full keep- 
ing with the quartet, ‘“Wayworn 
Pilgrims,” being sung by four 
young ministers, every eye fasten- 
ed upon them. The auditorium 4e- 
gan to palpitate with sobs, and 
handkerchiefs flashed to most eve- 
ry face in the building. Standing 
on the stage to greet them were 
five young ministers with palm 
branches and crowns in their 
hands. The song continued, thru 
choking voices. After the five ve- 
teran preachers were spaced off so 
as to stand each almost in front 
of a palm branch and crown car- 
rier, the place was reached in the 
sweet old song where the poet de- 
picts the pilgrim laying aside the 
cross and receiving the crown. 
Now they exchange. The firm 
steady hands of crown holders 
placed upon those snowwhite 
heads the crowns, typical of the 
crown of life that shall be given 
them for their labors of love, and 
as an exchange for their perisha- 
ble and now decrepit bodies. With 
trembling hands they passed the 
cross to the young ministers, took 
the palm leaves and began to wave 
them as with shattered voices they 
joined in the chorus of the song. 
At this point the veterans marched 
off the stage followed by the cross- 
bearing soldiers whose lot it had 
fallen to take up and carry on the 
fight. This pageant I am confident 
is sufficient proof of the respect- 
ful, honorable, confidential and 
faithful attitude that the Y. P. FE. 
and all the junior ministers have 
toward the seniors of the Church 
of God. We all say in one chorus, 
We love your church, your Christ. 
your Bible; we love you! 


Humanitarian 

More proof of the apostolic prin- 
ciples existing in the Church of 
God is manifested by her effort to 
reach out and draw to her shelter 
and storehouse the orphans. The 
worth of any cause is determined 
by its ability to help mankind, or 
by its works at least. The apostolic 
challenge continues, “Show we 
thy works and I'll show you my 
faith.” Proof of the success of the 
orphanage was evidenced indispu-

May God bless our dear 
Brother Latimer and his_ staff in 
the supervision of that great bene- 
volent and paternal work. 

Missions 

That which is very impressive 
about our work in foreign lands, 
in spite of its minuteness, resides 
in the selection of our fields of la- 
bor. The fact that the islands are 
largely neglected by other holiness 
organizations shows the wisdom 
of our officers in the mission ca- 
pacity in putting forth our limited 
effort where there is the greatesi 
need and where there is less com: 
petition offered by other, perhaps 
superior, holiness organizations. 
(Understand this is an individual 
comment of my own.) Yet I be- 
lieve Brothers Raney and Ingram 
will agree that opposing denomi-

nations constitute one of the most 
serious difficulties confronting 
missionaries of our Church. 

We were made happy over 
Brother Raney’s report of the 
splendid success he and _ his co- 
workers are having on the Baha- 
mas.

We appreciate the 
fact that there is real Church of 
God materia] found in Mexico yet. 
Sister Atkinson who represented 
that country surely impressed our 
hearts with their loyalty and 
brought to our minds vividly the 
unpleasant conditions that are ex- 
isting there relative to true relig- 
ious worship. The missionary spir- 
it was manifested in the nice of- 
fering given by the Assembly for 
the support of the work. We 
wouldn’t forget to thank the kind- 
hearted Dr. Holbrook of Atlanta, 
Ga., who wired our General Over- 
seer one hundred dollars for mis- 
sions. He evidently wants Jesus to 
return.

If there has ever been any bet- 
ter preaching done it was surely in 
the apostolic age. In an article pri- 
or to the Assembly Brother E. C. 
Clark predicted that there would 
be preaching by ministers who 
really knew how to preach.

must forgive personal injury. We 
must get rid of all wrath if we 
would have access and prevail with 
God. 

A pure faith, faith unfeigned, un- 
mixed, free from doubt. ‘Let him 
ask in faith nothing wavering.” 
“Have faith in God.” Faith in God’s 
power, in God’s willingness to 
hear and answer prayer. “If ye 
have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed, ye shall say to this moun- 
tain, Remove to yonder place, and 
it shall remove.” Nothing is im- 
possible with those who have faith 
in God. I believe a clean life hid 
away with Christ in God and un- 
feigned faith will gain the victory 
over any obstacle that may con- 
front the prayer warrior. 

Among the important results of 
Pentecost was the value of prayer 
which the disciples placed upon 
the command of our Lord, “Go ye 
into Jerusalem and tarry until ye 
be endued with power from on 
high.” Prayer was a vital part of 
their work, indeed it was preemi- 
nent to every other task. Prayer 
was as much a part of faithful 
stewardship as proclamation. 


“Prayer is the soul’s sincere desire, 
Uttered or unexpressed— 

The motion of a hidden fire 
That trembles in the breast.” 


The experience on the day of 
Pentecost taught those early dis- 
ciples that there could be no fire 
to tremble in the breast and no ac- 
complishment in any sense unless 
they were faithful in their ministry 
of prayer. It is the same today.The 
lesson of the early church needs 
to be learned by each new genera- 
tion. It was said by an old minis- 
ter speaking of his experience, “I 
have fought many battles for God 
and thru His power I have won 
many victories but there 
source of sorrow in my life.” Said 
he, “As I look back over my life, I 


is one, 
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regret that I did not spend more 
time in prayer. I could have ac- 
complished more for the church. If 
I could live my life over again, 
there is one thing I would 
have different. Ido not feel 
that I would put more time in my 
study or in preparing my sermons. 
I have no regrets for the time I put 
in on pastoral labors but here is 
where I have failed—I have spent 
too little time in prayer.” This 
good man was voicing the senti- 
ment of many if they would be 
honest in their confession. It is 
said by one great man, “If the 
amount of true wrestling with God 
in the daily life of the average 
Christian could be disclosed, the 
wonder might be, not that he ac- 
complishes so little, but that God 
is willing to use him at all.” 


It seems that the most stupid 
heresy in the church has nothing 
to do with theological controver- 
sy. Sadly enough it has to do with 
this more vital matter of prayer. I 
am afraid that the church today 
does not share the conviction cf 
the early church that prayer is the 
first work. Just so far are we in 
danger, not only of becoming 
apostate but also blocking Christ’s 
program in evangelizing the world. 
It is not necessary to understand 
the mysteries involved to believe 
that prayer is the first require- 
ment in the world conquest. In- 
deed there are deep questions but 
Jesus did not consider that it was 
His business to explain prayer. He 
commanded it. He instructed His 
disciples to tarry at Jerusalem. He 
told them that authority was giv- 
en unto Him and that He would 
commit His authority unto them 
as stewards. Thus prayer was to 
be the means by which the disci- 
ples were to release the resources 
and energies of God. Prayer there- 
fore becomes not only a big privi- 
lege but a trust and it is required in 
stewards that they be found faith- 
ful. Jesus demonstrated in His 
daily life this same need of con- 
stant communion with the Father. 
If Jesus needed to spend whole 
nights in prayer how perilous is 
the failure of the disciples to pray? 

What does it mean to us_ that 
Jesus pointed to the fields white 
unto harvest and commanded, 
“Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth la- 
borers into his harvest,” Matt. 9: 
38. Jesus pointed out prayer as the 
first requirement. Behold the whit- 
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ened harvest fields. That shouid 
drive us to our knees. What a ter- 
rible responsibility to be placed on 
our faithfulness at the mercy seat 
when Jesus declares, that this 
kind can come out by nothing save 
prayer, Mark 9:29. What does Paul 
mean when he writes, “I exhort 
first of all that supplications, pray- 
ers, intercessions and giving 
of thanks be made?” 

I feel that we are now at a time 
when nothing but prayer will 
cause the Church to move on. 
Prayer changes things. We are 
confronting a world of unbelief 
and the Christian’s only hope for 
victory and great success is thru 
prayer. I have been made _ to feel 
lately that we are giving too much 
time to organization and material 
things rather than praying for 
God’s will to be done. Oh, that our 
people could realize the dangers, 
pitfalls and the storms of persecu- 
tions that are being planned py 
those who are enemies of the 
cause of Christ. Like Mordecai of 
old, when the decree was issued 
for the destruction of the Jews, his 
only hope was prayer. Prayer is a 
mighty force and thru prayer and 
supplication God can and will work 
out His plan concerning His peo- 
ple in these last days.

viduals who were insisting that 
they were followers of certain 
choice preachers of their own 
choosing. From Paul’s answer we 
may deduce two things. First, that 
God intends no parties or favori- 
tism in His Church. Secona, that 
He expects each member to be ac- 
tive in co-operation with God, 
hence we are “laborers together 
with God.” The Church is _ not 
composed of certain favorite 
preachers, followed by factions, 
fussing and clamoring among 
themselves; on the other hand we 
find it made up of those who are 
actively engaged as workers wait- 
ing to serve. 


Co-Operation 


Certain workers mentioned in 
Luke 5:17-19 found a_ paralytic 
who needed healing, but the peo- 
ple were gathered about Jesus to 
the extent that there was no way 
of approach unto Jesus. These 
men were not merely church-go- 
ers; they were workers who, when 
they could find no way that they 
might bring him because of the 
multitude, went upon the house- 
top and let him down thru the til- 
ing with his couch into the midst 
before Jesus. Now since Jesus has 
ascended we do not need to re- 
move the “tiling” to let the people 
“down” to Him but we do need to 
get things out of the way that hin- 
der our prayers. We need to pray 
thru so men can get to Jesus. 
These four men “were workers,” 
they broke up a service trying to 
do something. It is not enough to 
merely congregate as scribes and 
Pharisees and pray a few rose col- 
ored prayers and throw bouquets 
at God by entertaining ourselves 
by a multiplicity of programs. 


What we need is God in our midst. 
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We need the Holy Ghost working 
in the Church. If I were a pastor | 
would cancel all programs _ until 
the church prayed thru, then you 
would have a daily program and 
the Lord would add unto the 
church daily such as_ should be 


God’s Purpose in Us 


The Church was designed of 
God to be inhabited by the Spirit. 
The Church is God’s earthly “pow- 
er house.” It is where Men come to 
get theirs souls saved aud fed. It is 
God’s carpentershop where He is 


correcting deformities and _ build- 


ing His spiritual temple. Remem- 
ber this, that when you are enter- 
taining each other or yourselves 
by program you do it at the ex- 
pense of the church by losing vhe 
power of the Spirit. The Holy 
Ghost wants to entertain us thru 
His gifts, by enriching us_ with 
spiritual treasure. We used to have 
prayer meetings, however you will 
find the midweek prayer meeting 
is always taken up now-a-days in 
most places with either a program 
or a dry lecture of some kind. We 
need to revive our church prayer 
meetings and a revival of soul-sav- 
ing is sure to follow. We have so 
many preachers wno have learned 
so much that they must insutute 
some form of Bible stuuy or lec- 
ture to tell what they know. Now 
these are fine things when they 
are needed and such ministers are 
much needed and to be commend- 
ed, however, oftez: times while you 
lecture or have Bible study. your 
church backslides and loses its de- 
sire to see souls saved. Few 
churches of today are farther ad- 
vanced than was the Corinthian 
church. It was gifted and had con- 
tributed something to evangelism, 
yet in it were those whom the 
apostle found necessary to instruct 
as if they were babes. Some 
churches need Bible studies and 
others are ready for lectures, but 
by no means all. However, all need 
the prayer meetings and a definite 
rank and procedure in them, other- 
wise declension is sure to follow in 
their absence. 


The Ephesian Church 


The apostle carried the Ephes- 
ians into the mysteries of the fore- 
knowledge of God, the mystery of 
the formation of the Church, the 
one body, plus the mysteries of the 
heavenlies, lastly closing with an 
»dmonition concerning prayer or 
the prayer meeting. Eph. 6:18. 
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Occasionaliy some churches are 
ready for advanced studies in the 
ministry in the form of lectures, 
etc., however you will note that 
the apostolic commission was_ to 
“feed my sheep,” and true apostol- 
ic ministeries always supply the 
need of tie church, therefore we 
have a widely diversified form of 
church letters called epistles. None 
of them are alike. Ministers will 1o 
well to avoid any form of cut and 
dried ministry. Let the Holy Spirit 
use you as a vessel. Do not select 
certain forms of ministry to use 


‘everywhere. Above all, do not neg- 


lect the spirituality of your church 
by instituting anything other than 
to supply the visible need and as a 
contributing factor the prayer 
meeting will be found indispensa- 
ble.

For a number of years | 
have wanted to testify thru the 
columns of the Evangel but like 
many other things old Satan has 
succeeded in getting me put it off. 

In the year A. D. 1920 God won- 
derfully and truly saved me from 
a life of sin according to His abun- 
dant mercy. Two days later I walk- 
ed in the light as He is in the light. 
I became justified thru faith in the 
precious blood of the Lamb. He 
really and truly sanctified my soul 
in the redeeming blood of the Son 
of God, and as I went, as it were, 
to Jerusalem to tarry for the bless- 
ing He wonderfully baptized me 
with the Holy Ghost with fire ac- 
cording to Acts 2:4 and I was add- 
ed to the great Church of God. 


The Lord blessed and was gra- 
ciously good to us for approxi- 
mately eleven years. There are 
many interesting things narrated 
in this short period of time. We 
did not appreciate the many bless- 
ings strewed along our pathway, 
neither were we obedient to God’s 
call and only anointing for His 
work. We, like Jonah, tried but all 
in vain, to get away, hence our 
trouble. 

Approximately five years ago old 
Satan succeeded in slipping his 
slimy hand into our little home, 
stole the virtue and finally over- 
threw and destroyed it. About the 
moment this became a realization 
to me I was attacked by the same 
assailant, and before I could com- 
pose myself I had committed a 
crime that sent one into eternity 
and myself to the state penitenti- 
ary for life. The trials and ob- 
stacles I have met here have con- 
tributed to making me a better 
man. Although they are hard 
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to bear I have carried on, believing 
that under the shadow of these 
gray dim walls I could be of some 
definite service to my fellowmen.

The prison is flooded with 
all kinds of literature and some of 
the men are so hungry they will 
swallow anything and often, as a 
result, some are poisoned by some 
damnable doctrine so poisonous to 
the soul of man. My God, help 
Church of God people to wake up, 
and may it not be said at the judg- 
ment, I was in prison and ye visited 
me not, naked and ye clothed me 
not, hungry and ve fed me not. 


For several months the Evangel 
came here thru the courtesy of 
some one or the Publishing House. 
Being all the one of the faith at 
that time it often fell into my 
hands, but I would not get to read 
it until sometime it was a month 
old. People were so anxious to read 
it that at times it would be worn 
out and I would never read it. 
Many of us appreciated it and to 
say we miss it is just putting it 
mild. 

Prior to my imprisonment I was 
a paid subscriber of the Evangel 
but unfortunately my subscription 
expired shortly thereafter. For 
eleven years I was anxious each 
week for the paper to arrive, and 
since being here I have often tried 
to get finance enough to renew 
my subscription, but so far I am 
unable and I hated to beg, but I 
have done without it just as long 
as I can. So I am asking some one 
if they can afford it to please send 
me the Evangel for a little while 
anyway, and I am sure that others 
as well as myself will appreciate it 
and I know the Lord will bless the 
sender a hundredfold. 


I am anxious to do something 
for the Lord. He has done so much 
for me and He is still blessing me. 
I want to be a winner of souls for 
Him, and to tell others about what 
He has done for me is my greatest 
delight. 

Please remember me throughout 
the States everywhere in your 
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prayers. May the Lord bless and 
keep you is my prayer.
